The nomination of Lt. Gov. Ed- 
ward V. Long yesterday as the 
Democratic candidate for United 


States Senator was dictated by 


Attorney General John M. Dal- 
ton, candidate for Governor and 
Richard R. Nacy, Jefferson City 
banker. 

Party leaders were embroiled 
in a bitter dispute until the 
choice of Long, and of Hilary A. 
Bush of Kansas City to replace 
him as candidate for lieutenant 
governor, was finally assured at 
a closed meeting in the tradi- 
tional “smoke-filled room.” 

This crucial conference was 
shortly before the Democratic 
State Committee met and chose 
a nominee for the special elec- 
tion Nov. 8. The winner is to 
complete the remaining two 
years of the second term of the 
late Thomas C. Hennings Jr. of 
St. Louis. 


Dalton ‘Reads Riot Act.’ 

Dalton had tried to stay out 
of the party fight, but reluctant- 
ly stepped in and “read the riot 
act” to the leaders, the Post- 
Dispatch was told. Nacy, for 
his part, demonstrated his skill 
and. resourcefulness at the top 
level of Missouri politics. 

By a vote of 30 to 14, Long 
defeated United States Repre- 
sentative Charles H. Brown of 
Springfield for the senatorial 
nomination. The state committee 
acted formally at an open meet- 
ing in the Senate chamber at the 
State Capitol, but the vote on the 
senatorial nomination was by 
secret ballot. 

At a late stage in the fast- 
moving development, former 
President Harry S. Truman had 
sent word that he favored Brown, 
but it was too late. 

Long, a 52-year old Clarks- 
ville attorney, banker and farm- 
er who had not actively sought 
the nomination, withdrew as the 
Democratic candidate for re- 
election to a second term as 
Lieutenant Governor. The state 
committee selected Bush to re- 
place Long. 

Anti-Nacy Uprising. 

As head of the Democratic 
state ticket, Dalton stepped into 
the fight when a revolt against 
the previously agreed upon Long 
and Bush candidacies threatened 
to split the state party organ- 
ization into bitterly warring 
camps. 

Nacy had been rebuffed earlier 
when his first choice for the 
senatorial nomination, Gov. 
James T. Blair, was forced to 
withdraw from the race because 
of widespread opposition from 
committee members. 

The anti-Nacy leaders, who 
thought they had whipped Nacy 
for once, were angered when 
they learned that Long was the 
surprise new top contender for 
the nomination. Long is a close 
friend and political associate of 
Nacy. 

A secret conference of 
party leaders was hastily called 
in a penthouse room at the 
Governor Hotel here. Because 
their caucus dragged on, the 
state committee meeting had to 
be delayed an hour.

WASHINGTON, Sept. oe’ 
eral income tax deficiencies and 
penalties totaling $291,288 for the 
years 1948 through 1956 have 
been assessed against former 
United States Senator Earle C. 
Clements (Dem.), Kentucky, rec- 
ords of the United States Tax 
Court showed today. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
charged that Clements, who is 
now actively campaigning for 
United States Senator Lyndon 
B. Johnson's election as Vice 
President, failed to report $364,- 
281 in taxable income received 
in the years in question. The 
Government said that part of the 
alleged deficiencies for each of 
the years was “due to fraud 
with the intent to evade... 
payment.”’ 

Clements, seeking a Tax Court 
redetermination of the alleged 
deficiencies, denied the Govern- 
ment claims in their entirety. 

Of the $183,461 in alleged de- 
ficiencies, the IRS charged that 
$147,000 came from Clements’ 
diversion to his own personal 
use of unexpended campaign 
funds. 

Using the net-worth method of 
computing the Kentuckian’s ac- 
tual income over the years, the 
IRS set up a balance sheet 


top | which showed as ‘‘cash on hand”’ 


this sum of $147,000. This fig- 
ure first appeared in 1950, when 
Clements was concluding his 
two-year term as Governor of 
Kentucky and campaigning suc- 
cessfully for his si term as 
Senator. It also appeared in the 
succeeding years through 1956.

Missouri’s new use tax was de- | 


today by Judge Sam C. Blair of 
the Cole county circuit court. 

Judge Blair did not specify the 
grounds on which the tax con- 
flicted with the state constitu- 
tion, but he ruled it was uncon- 
stitutional in its entirety and 
that any taxes paid thereunder 
were unlawfully assessed and 
collected. 

The State Department of Rev- 
enue estimated about $4,906,000 
has been collected since the 
tax became effective Aug. 29, 
1959. The levy, intended to sup- 
plement the state’s sales tax, 
is a 2 per cent tax on goods 
purchased outside the state for 
use in Missouri. It was an im- 
portant revenue-raising measure 
which Gov. James T. Blair per- 
suaded the Legislature to enact 
at its last session. 


Suit by Railroads. 


The ruling came in a suit by 
three railroads—ths Missouri Pa- 
cific, Frisco and Wabash — 
against Milton Carpenter, direc- 
tor of revenue, and Albert S. 
Arenson, state collector, for re- 
lief from the tax. Judge Blair 
made a similar ruling in a sep- 
arate suit by Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. 

The plaintiffs had asked the 
court to declare the law uncon- 
stitutional and void in one count. 
In a second count they sought 
exemption from the tax for all 
personal property of the rail- 
roads, such as locomotives, pas- 
senger and freight cars. A third 
count called for exemption of 
rental property such as business 
machines and earth-moving 
equipment. 

The. railroads charged that the 
use tax threatened a “grave 
impairment” of their rights as 
business firms. They cited a 
number of exemptions provided 
in the law and charged the law 
did not treat all persons or types 
of property alike. 

“Having found the law uncon- 
stitutional and void in its en- 
tirety, the court expressly makes 
no determination of the other is- 
sues raised in the plaintiffs’ pe- 
tition,” Judge Blair stated in his 
order.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Sept. 
22—Asian and African countries, 
so important in this fifteenth 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly, found President Eisen- 
hower’s address constructive and 
promising.

leaders and diplomats of the 
world today. 

By expressing American will- 
ingness to “meet immediately” 
with representatives of. other 
countries on his peace proposals 
—Russia was not excluded—the 
United States President seemed 
to neutral delegates here to be 
seeking to rebuild a better world 
atmosphere, so badly shattered 
at the abortive Paris summit 
meeting last May. 

Soviet Premier Khrushchev— 
who will address the Assembly 


‘tomorrow — listened attentively. 
He did not applaud with other | 


delegates when the President 
entered the hall, 

The whole atmosphere in the 
United Nations today was one 
of peace and good will. It was, 
as a Middle Eastern delegate 
said, ‘Lion and lamb day.” Or, 
as a Yugoslav put it— with 
somewhat sardonic reference to 


the Soviet-contributed statue in 


the U. N. garden, using the 
Biblical text for its theme— 
“Swords and plowshares day.” 


Tito With Khrushchev 


Khrushchev entered the hall 
accompanied by his sworn 
enemy, President: Josip (Tito) 
Broz of Yugoslavia. 

Khrushchev did most of the 
talking, much of his remarks in 
a bantering style, while Tito did 
most of the listening, thought- 
fully puffing on his customary 
cigar in its long holder. 

Later Tito conferred with 
Fidel Castro of Cuba. Castro, 
in such illustrious company, 
though still dressed in his bat- 
tle clothes, failed to create quite 
the stir he did at the opening 
session last Tuesday. 


As he spoke to Khrushchev, 
the flamboyant Cuban, much 
taller than the Russian, gave 
the Soviet. Premier an almost 
patronizing pat on the back. 

When the morning session had 
adjourned and most of the dele- 
gates had left the hall, Castro 
stayed behind for 20 minutes to 
talk with two Chilean delegates. 
At the beginning Castro. was 
speaking in an animated man- 
ner and the two delegates from 
Chile were grim. By the time 
the conversation broke up aill 
three men were laughing gaily 
and slapping each other on the 


back. 


As the delegates entered the 
Assembly building one by one, 
the atmosphere of peace includ- 
ed a hearty greeting exchanged 
between the delegates of Pakis- 
tan and India.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Sept. 22— 
Richard M. Nixon, campaigning 
in Missouri today, etched new 
details of his picture of Senator 
John F. Kennedy as a naive, 
rash, immature young man who 
would unwittingly lead the United 
States toward surrender or war. 


In a speech at the St. Joseph 
city hall, he promised increasing 
prosperity for farmers, more 
recognition and better pay for 
teachers and a better life in gen- 
eral. He was to spend the rest 
of the day in Illinois, making ap- 
pearances at Decatur, Sullivan 
and Rockford, where he will 
spend the night. 


Nixon drew cheers from a 
crowd of several thousand by as- 
serting that the United States 
has progressed more under the 
Eisenhower than the Truman 
Administration. But some of the 
loudest cheers came when he 
asked that the many cardboard 
signs be lowered so that persons 
behind could see him and his 
wife, Pat. 

Attack Softened Earlier. 

The Vice President included 
his standard conclusion that 
Americans want ‘a President 
who can keep America at peace 
without surrender and extend 
freedom through the world.” 

At Decatur, as he awaited the 
arrival of Nixon, Senator Ever- 
ett Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois, pre- 
dicted to reporters Nixon would 
carry Illinois 500,000 votes. 
He said a lot of straight voting 
would be a great assist to 
Samuel W. Witwer who is try- 
ing to unseat Democratic Sen- 
ator Paul Douglas in November. 

“The people of Illinois have 
confidence in Dick Nixon, just 
like picking a doctor or a 
plumber,” Dirksen added.

Proposed Express High- 
way Interchange at 
Forest Park Is Dis- 

cussed at Public 
Hearing. 


Some aldermanic opposition, 
to a proposed large cloverleaf 
traffic interchange between the 
Express Highway and a relocat- 
ed Kingshighway in Forest Park 
was indicated at a public hear- 
ing last night at City Hall. 

The hearing was conducted by 
Alderman Joseph Roddy (Dem.), 
Seventeenth ward, chairman of 
the committee on streets and 
wharves, on the State Highway 
Department proposal to widen 
the Express Highway to six and 
eventually eight lanes, as part 
of the Daniel Boone Express- 
way, and to relocate Kingshigh- 
way. 

The new route for the north- 
south artery would extend di- 
agonally -southeast from the 
Barnes Hospital group to its 
present intersection with ‘Oak- 
land avenue, eliminating two 
right-angle turns and requiring 
about 15 acres of park land. The 
interchange would take most of 
the 15 acres and about two 
blocks of property facing Kings- 
highway between Gibson avenue 
and West Papin street. 
‘“Where is the traffic coming 
from that requires this large 
cloverleaf at Kingshighway?”’ 
Alderman James E. Geisler, 
(Dem.), Tenth ward, asked Able- 
man. 

Ableman. explained that a traf- 
fic survey. by Wilbur Smith and 
Associates last November had 
indicated the need for the inter- 
change because Kingshighway 
was a natural collecting point 
for such an expressway. 

Suggests Jefferson Ave. 

Geisler contended that with the 
redevelopment of the Mill Creek 
Valley. area and the concentra- 
tion of light industry there, a 
north-south artery would be in 
greater demand in that | area 
than at Kingshighway. He said 
the widened Jefferson avenue 
and its connection on the south 
with the proposed Ozark Ex- 
pressway would amply meet this 
need. 

Ableman replied that a pro- 
posed North-South Distributor 
route at about Twenty-first 
street, with an interchange with 
the Daniel Boone Expressway, 
would supply this need better. 
He said that- after the distribu- 
tor is buik Jefferson avenue 
would become a local street. 

“Isn’t it a fact that the Kings- 
highway cloverleaf was decided 
on because the city owns For- 
est Park and the land was read- 
ily available?’’ Geisler persist- 


ed. “With a new bridge across 


the Mississippi at the end of 
the Daniel Boone, most traffic 
will be through traffic, with no 
interest in getting on or off at 
Kingshighway.” 

Ableman expressed the opin- 
jon that most transcontinental 
traffic would prefer the Mark 
Twain Expressway rather than 
the Daniel Boone. 

Alderman Joseph B. McDon- 
ald (Rep.), Twenty-fifth ward, 
raised the question whether the 
cloverleaf would not result in 
further congestion on Kings- 
highway because of the heavy 
traffic volume now carried by 
that street. 

“We had always planned a 
diamond interchange with 
Kingshighway, with ramps from 
which left turns could be made 
on signal into Kingshighway,” 
Ableman replied. ‘With the 
large volume of traffic project- 
ed for 1980, this type of inter- 
change would result in backing 
up traffic on both Kingshighway 
and the expressway. By chang- 
ing to a cloverleaf we believe 
the uninterrupted flow thereby 
permitted will speed traffic on 
both Kingshighway and the ex- 
pressway,” Ableman said. 

“If we amend this bill to 
eliminate the cloverleaf at 
Kingshighway would the State 
Highway Commission go ahead 
with the widening project?’

Ross Henson of the St. Louis |

Nixon thus gave the impres- 
sion of keeping to the high road | 
he had promised for his presi- | 
dential campaign, but retained | 
his implied warning of dire con- | 
sequences for American security | 
if Kennedy is elected. 

Change in Approach. 

Part of the change in Nixon’s 
approach became evident after 
a press conference at Spring- 
field. Nixon was questioned | 
sharply on statements earlier in 
the day about Kennedy’s sug- 
gestion that President Eisen- 
hower should have expressed re- 
grets or apologized for the U-2 
spy plane incident last April. 
Kennedy had explained after- 
ward that he thought this action 
might have saved the summ't 
conference from collapse. 

A reporter noted that Nixon 
had said at Louisville that mak- 
ing such a concession without 
getting something in return was | 
‘the road to surrender or even 
to war.”’ 

Did Nixon mean to imply, the 
reporter asked, that Kennedy 
Was espousing a policy of sur- 
rendering to the Soviet Union? 
the reporter asked. 

“Absolutely not,” Nixon re- 
plied. “Mr. Kennedy didn’t 
know what he was espousing. 
That was the trouble. I’ve indi- 
cated time and again that Mr. 
Kennedy is a man that is just as 
strong against Communism as I 
am, and as most Americans are. 
But I indicated that in this view, 
because of perhaps lack of un- 
derstanding and experience, he 
was naive in making a sugges- 
tion that I think would have led 
to exactly the thing that he 
would have been just as strongly 
against as I am. 

Another Change. 

Nixon also backed off some- 
what from his earlier proposal 
that Democrats and Republicans 
should avoid critical statements 
about. American strength and 
prestige while Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev is attending the 
United Nations session. 

There is no reason at all for a 
moratorium on foreign policy de- 
bate during Khrushchev’s visit, 
Nixon said. Then, adding a new 
element, he went on to say that 
critics had a responsibility at the 
same time to ‘‘emphasize the 
strengths of America.” 

When critics point to economic 
Or military weaknesses, he said, 


they should also remind Khrush- | 


chev that the United States is 
stronger economically and mili- 
tarily than the Soviet Union. 

They should avoid saying that | 
America’s prestige is at a record | 
low, he said, adding: 

“I think the latter point being 
constantly reiterated at this time 
is most unfortunate.’’ 

Speech at Fair. 

In his formal address at the 
Ozark Empire fairgrounds on the 
outskirts of the city, Nixon said 
those who think things are wrong 
in America have a responsibil- 
ity to say so. 

They also have a responsibility 
to be sure their statements are 
‘based on facts and not on dis- 
tortion,”’ he said. 

“If we are going to criticize let 
us emphasize even more what’s 
right with the United States. It’s 
just the best country in the world 
—that’s all.” 

At the same time, Nixon ac- 
cused Kennedy of ‘‘shooting from 

the hip” in his criticisms of 
American strength.

Tax Saving Cited. 


In addition, Poelker said, ‘‘the 
city could do a better job be- 
cause the money now going into 
federal income taxes and into 
profits for shareholders could be 
used to improve the service.’ 

He called on the aldermen to 
pass the bill so the voters would 
have a chance to decide the is- 
sue. “The people would have 
two shots at this proposal,” 
| Poelker said.

Taking an opposite view was

Silent on Opposing Bill. 

While making it clear that he 
opposed the concept of public 
ownership of transit facilities, 
Cervantes declined to say wheth- 
er he would oppose the bill to 
place the question on the ballot. 

Cervantes said he believed 
that generally * ‘private owner- 
ship is more efficient than pub- 
lic ownership.” He noted that 
Public Service Co. ‘has a na- 
tional reputation for being a 
well-overated utility. 

Since a municipally-operated 
transit system would be without 
a profit motive, it would lack 
the incentive attendant to priv- 
ate ownership for improving 
efficiency, Cervantes said. He 
predicted such a system would 
become bogged down in bureau- 
cratic waste. 

“The easiest thing to do is 
'to check other communities that 
control public transportation,” 
| he remarked. ‘‘In most of them, 
the city subsidizes the opera- 
| tion.” 

Bond Payments Necessary. 

Conceding that there would be

Why, Senator Dodd? 


Senator Thomas J. Dodd's dectl- 
gion to resume the Senate investi- 
gation of Linus Pauling has aroused 
mie to give the following excerpts 
from the Holifield hearings of 1959. 


These hearings of the special sub- 
committee under Chet Holifield for 
June 22 through 26, 1959, constitute 
one of the most important docu- 
ments ever to come out of a Senate 
investigation. 


Given a hypothetical nuclear at- 
tack on the United States ‘‘of medi- 
um size’ (263 nuclear weapons, 
3950 megatons total yield), all to 
be delivered within one day, the 
Senate committee invited testimony 
from a roster of experts to deter- 
mine what effects this would have 
on the total population. Here are 
a few nuggets from the report: 


Dr. Shelton: ‘‘700 rem lethal dose 
of fallout could occur over an area 
about 100 miles long and 17 miles 
wide in 48 hours. . . . A 10 MT 
burst would collapse brick houses 
to about seven miles, frame houses 
to about nine miles in all direc- 
tions. Kindling fuels would ignite 
spontaneously to a distance of 25 
miles from center of a 10 MT burst. 
. . . Even shelters would suck in 
hot air of the order of thousand- 
degree temperatures.” 


Dr. Machta: ‘“‘The peak accumu- 
Jation of Strontium 90 in most 
places will occur in about 3-5 years 
after the attack.” 


Dr. Ham: “The fireball from a 
10 MT weapon attains a maximum 
diameter of about 3 miles in 40 
seconds. . .. A firestorm is wind 
blowing toward the blast center at 
a velocity of 30-40 m.p.h. at about 
2 hours and lasting to about 6 
hours, after the explosion. . . . The 
ignition hazard from a 10 MT blast 
will extend 25 miles in all directions, 
an area of about 1900 square 
miles.” 

, Dr. Mixter: “I don’t believe that 

the medical profession has ever 
' been confronted with catastrophe 
of the magnitude we are discussing 
today. In our minds .. . this is 
absolutely beyond comprehension. 
. .. According to population figures 
in 1959 there was one doctor. to ev- 
ery 772 people, most of the doctors 
concentrated in urban areas. It 
was pointed out that the doctors 
would be casualties themselves.”’ 

Chairman Holifield: ‘‘The prob- 
lem is too large to leave solely in 
the hands of the diplomats and the 
generals. They need the collective 
thinking of every thinking human 
being in the world. It may well be 
that the time has come in man’s 
long history when he must choose 
between the arms race and the hu- 
man race.” 

What emerges from the testimony 
of so many experts in the Holifield 
hearings is what Dr. Pauling had 
already been saying for about two 
years. Dr. Pauling advocated a 
Test Ban Treaty. It has become 
government policy to pursue such a 
treaty at the Geneva Conferences. 

In view of all this evidence it is 
extremely puzzling what purpose 
Senator Dodd hopes to achieve in 
resuming his investigation of Linus 
Pauling and his colleagues.

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The U.N. Drama 


Two things distinguish the current session 
of the United Nations General Assembly from 
all others before it. The session has brought 
together the largest collection of heads of 
state ever assembled, and it marks the emer- 
gence of the neutralist Asian and African 
nations as the. most important single group 
of members. 

The newly elected President, Ireland’s Fred- 
erick B. Boland, expressed the hope that this 
“greatest diplomatic gathering the world has 
seen” might turn the session into a momen- 
tous one. It does seem a shame that, with 
so many national leaders on hand, great deci- 
sions should not be sought. But the estrange- 
ment of President Eisenhower and Premier 
Khrushchev, together with the fact that Mr. 
Eisenhower heads an outgoing Administration 
whose successor the nation is only now in 
process of selecting, debars the United States 
from important negotiations, even if such 
were Khrushchev’s purpose, which is highly 
doubtful. 

We believe Mr. Eisenhower would show the 
magnanimity and restraint which won him so 
much admiration in Paris by having a meet- 
ing with Khrushchev during his visit to the 
U.N. No sensational consequences would be 
likely. The issues dividing the two nations 
are too complex to be swiftly disposed of, and 
in any case Mr. Eisenhower ought not to tie 
the hands of the incoming Administration. 
But if he could bring himself to ignore the 
calumnies directed at him and this country by 
the Russians, in the interest of making a 
small gesture toward reconciliation and peace, 
he would win new respect the world around. 
Ultimately the Soviet Union and the United 
States will have to renew negotiations for 
political settlements and for disarmament. A 
generous act by the President which reaf- 
firmed a recognition of this necessity would 
be widely appreciated. 

As for Khrushchev, his standing in world 
opinion will depend very much upon how he 
responds to the new significance of the Asian- 
African bloc, and how he reads the defeat 
for Soviet policy on the Congo question. The 
Asian-African nations, when they stand to- 
gether, can swing the Assembly either way. 
They did stand together on the Congo, and 
they spoke most powerfully against either 
Western or Soviet domination of the new na- 
tions, and in favor of United Nations control 
in emergencies arising from the end of colo- 
nial rule. 

But it has been deliberate Soviet policy, 
lately demonstrated with so much force in 
the Congo, to undermine the United Nations 
in such situations while trying to turn them 
to national advantage. Is Khrushchev wise 
enough and big enough to change this policy? 
Is he willing to co-operate with the rest of the 
world in developing a truly international ap- 
proach to the problems of the new nations? 

This is in many ways the real test of the 

peaceful co-existence he preaches. If the 
rival systems cannot work together through 
the U.N. to avoid a national contest for domin- 
ion over the new nations, then the hope of 
ending the cold war in other areas will be 
dimmed. Which does the Soviet Union value 
more—a peaceful accommodation with the 
West, or a bid for national exploitation of the 
underdeveloped areas? 
_ Unfortunately the drama of this extraordi- 
nary Assembly session is taking place in the 
midst of our own presidential election cam- 
paign. Vice President Nixon, we think, is 
wrong in using the occasion to try to close 
discussion of foreign policy and our position 
in the world. It is neither disloyal nor imma- 
ture for critics of present policies and leader- 
ship to speak their minds during the U.N. 
session, which will continue through the elec- 
tion campaign. As Senator Kennedy said, it 
would be far more hazardous for discussion 
to be throttled. 

One can be responsible without being silent. 
One can debate. honest differences over 
foreign policy without betraying the national 
interest. Senator Kennedy and other critics 
of the Administration record in these affairs 
have and obligation to speak responsibly and 
with restraint; but it is not only their right, 
it is their duty, to speak. 


Georgia’s Primary 


The Georgia vote in favor of having the 
state's 12 presidential electors remain un- 
pledged to any presidential candidate is being 
interpreted as evidence of Southern dissatis- 
faction with the national Democratic ticket 
and platform. The vote was advisory in na- 
ture, and was close. The electors are levally 
unpledged in Georgia, but 10 already have 
promised to support the Democratic ticket. 
Apparently Senators Russell and Talmadge of 
Georgia hoped the straw vote would give them 
a mandate to support Senators Kennedy and 
Johnson. Gov. Vandiver (an elector) has 
pledged such support. The results indicate 
Georgia will stand firmly Democratic, but not 
joyously.

County Democratic Chairman Johnson’s ap- 
pointment of a committee to draft a party 
platform is the first sign since the Democrats 
took over the courthouse two years ago that 
their objectives are broader than mere spoils- 
manship. Independent voters will await that 
document with interest. If this activity stim- 
ulates the Republicans into writing a plat- 
form of their own, so much the better. 

The county’s problems fall into several 


broad categories. First is the need for inter-/ 


nal reform of the patronage-ridden county 
government so that it can expand its services 
to the municipalities along lines of the so- 
called Singer report. This means creating a 
merit system for all employes below the pol- 
icy-making level, and requires that admin- 
istrative officials who are now independent 
political princes be made appointive under 
the Supervisor. 

Second is the need for legislative-and per- 
haps even Constitutional changes that will 
permit the county to take on a more vital 
role in serving the municipalities. We refer 
especially to the need for a county-wide police 
tax, with rebates to those municipalities meet- 
ing certain minimum standards, as a step to- 
ward more equitable support of the police 
function. The county also ought to have au- 
thority to perform county-wide services with- 
out regard to municipal boundaries, as well 
as veto power over annexations and incorpora- 
tions and authority to propose municipal dis- 
incorporations and consolidations. The cir- 
cuit judges must be brought under the Non- 
partisan Court Plan. 

The county’s third imperative need is for 
legislative authority for a county-wide school 
tax. Schools are the most important and 


most costly function of local government in 
the county, but unhappily they are so or- 
ganized and so financed that equal educa- 
tional opportunities are not offered every 
child. 

If Mr. Johnson’s committee can draft a 
meaningful platform and, more important, do 
something effective about carrying it out, 
both the party and the public interest will 
benefit. 


Democratic Compromise 


The selection of Lt. Gov. Edward V. Long 
of Clarksville as Democratic candidate for the 
Senate seat left vacant by the death of Sen- 
ator Hennings is a compromise unlikely to 
bring much distinction to Missouri. There is 
nothing in Mr. Long’s past to suggest he is 
the best man the party could turn up. Ap- 
parently no one thought of him until a fight 
developed between Gov. Blair and Repre- 
sentative Brown of Springfield. 


Mr. Long, 52 years old, is president of 
banks, loan companies and a life insurance 
company, and owns and operates farms in the 
state. He is a lawyer with an office at 
Bowling Green. He has held state and mu- 
nicipal offices for nearly 20 years and in the 
August primary was renominated for Lieuten- 
ant Governor by a large majority over two 
opponents. So he is well known in the state 
and has ample political experience. 


But apparently Mr. Long’s main asset is 
that he has no powerful enemies, which is not 
necessarily a recommendation. Attorney Gen- 
eral Dalton, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor, evidently put Mr. Long over after 
first trying to maintain neutrality, and he had 
the active help of Richard R. Nacy of Jeffer- 
son City. Gov. Blair withdrew from consider- 
ation to end “strife and dissension in the 
Democratic ranks.” 


What has happened here is what happens 
so often in a democracy; the better men 
knock themselves out and the lightning strikes 
the innocuous compromise. The Democrats 
passed over their outstanding possibility, Rep- 
resentative Bolling of Kansas City, as well as 
Representative Brown, an able and energetic 
young man. Gov. Blair, who has done a credit- 
able job in Jefferson City, perhaps had more 
claim on the nomination than anyone. 

Mr. Long had promised that he will wage a 
vigorous campaign and that if he is elected 
he will carry on in the footsteps of Senator 
Hennings. He will need to campaign hard, 
While his selection may have averted Demo- 
cratic dissension, he is obviously not the 
party’s strongest candidate and the Republi- 
cans, who will choose their candidate tomor- 
row, are in position to make the most of it. 


Where ‘No’ Is No Answer 


Clear and compelling needs have dictated 
the St. Louis School Board’s decision to re- 
submit at the Nov. 8 election the $29,535,000 
building and fire-safety bond issue proposal 
once more despite defeats last April and May. 

The system must have the new schools and 
the fire protection devices that the bond issue 
money would buy. This is not only the best 
way to meet these needs; it is the only effec- 
tive solution to the building problem and 
the only solution to the fire-safety problem. 
The Board would be remiss in its responsibili- 
ties to the voters and to the children if it per- 
mitted November to pass without giving the 
people one more opportunity to approve the 
loan. This is one proposal on which the 
Board can’t take No for an answer. 


The advantage of going back to the voters 
in November is the opportunity for a more 
accurate expression of community opinion. 
As Board Member Ehrhardt pointed out, the 
turnouts last spring were distressingly small, 
and a minority was able to block the proposal, 
which needed a two-thirds majority. Op- 
ponents represented 6 per cent of the total 
registration of the city, or about 21,000 voters; 
almost twice as many people said Yes, but 
that was not quite sufficient. 

It is unfortunate that the Board has had 
to keep coming back to the people on this 
matter, but there is no alternative that would 
recognize a clear public responsibility. 


More Old Nixon 


In St. Louis last week Vice President Nixon 
misquoted the Democratic presidential candi- 
date as having said in Detroit: “What the 
American labor movement wants for America 
is what I want for America; and what the 
American labor movement opposes I oppose.” 
Both the recorded transcript of the speech 
and the text as prepared for delivery show 
that Senator Kennedy did not say what Mr. 
Nixon said he said. 

Subsequently Mr. Nixon was questioned by 
reporters. He said he had based his speech 
on a quotation attributed to Senator Kennedy 
by a newspaper columnist. 

It is certainly legitimate for Mr. Nixon to 
challenge Mr. Kennedy to explain his labor 
Views, and it is possible to excuse him for the 
misquotation on the ground he himself was 
misinformed. But what are we to think when 
nearly a week later, having been told of his 
error, Mr. Nixon repeats his original misrep- 
resentation? That is what the Republican 
presidential candidate did Tuesday in Bay 
City, Mich. 

What can we think except that this is an- 
other glimpse of the old Nixon, the master 
of subtle distortion and innuendo? It should 
be noted that at Bay City Mr. Nixon did not 
say flatly Senator Kennedy made the state- 
ment; he said only what was literally true, 
that he was reported to have made it. This is 
the sort of distinction that forced reporters 
in earlier Nixon campaigns to carry tape re- 
corders so they could take down and analyze 
his exact words. It is the sort of technique 
that once caused Mr. Nixon’s enemies to call 
him Tricky Dick. It is disappointing to see 
it cropping up again.

tients in mental hospitals.” 

“We need to insure that state 
atid federal mental health pro- 
gtams provide early diagnosis, 
treatment and care in a pa- 


tient’s home community, rather’ 


than in a distant institution. Ex- 
penditures for early and effec- 
tive treatment today will mean 
savings to the taxpayer and the 
economy tomorrow.”’ 

The McNamara panel has 
been holding hearings through- 
out the country for months, re- 
ceiving testimony from 
elderly on their health and eco- 
nomic problems. These hear- 
ings developed into a sort of 
townhall meetings, highly infor- 
mal in character. 

After these heariggs the sub- 
committee was disappointed in 
the medical-aid program adopt- 
ed by the recently adjourned 
Eighty-sixth Congress.

What it does very well 
is reveal personality to an 
extraordinary degree.

Invariably for the lack of anything else to say, the 
commentators get talking about the red carpet itself. 
I’ve heard Dave Scltoenbrun anxiously discuss whether 
the train would ‘stop at the exact point for the carpet 
or whether it would miss it; this time NBC announced 

_ triumphantly that the red‘carpet was too short and 
that Khrushchev would. get his feet wet. 


However, when Nikita got off the boat and unlimbered his 
disarmament proposals within two minutes of arfival here, 
there’s no doubt the networks had a red hot story right off the 
stove. NBC had trouble with its sound and muffed it. CBS had 
a translator right there—so you got the speech translated 
twice, once by a CBS man and once by the official — 
translator. 

As at the conventions, the arrival of Nikita and Genet 
showed the painful imability of television to edit breaking news. 
I don’t know what to suggest any more than they’d know 
what to do about it. The networks like to say they were 
there—but who’s looking at that hour? Both networks had 
excellent summaries of what Khrushchev’s speech meant, 
right on top of the speech and that part of it was wonderful. 

NBC had a couple of special programs over the week- 
@nd, both excellent—one on the General Assembly session now 
under way. Joseph Michaels, NBC Moscow man; Frank 
Bourgoltzer, NBC’s man at, the United Nations; Joseph 
Harsch, one of their Washington men, and John Rich, who 
just got back from The Congo, all contributed analyses of the 
international situation and the United Nations problem. 
Frank Blair acts as chairman of the whole show and I must 
say, he’s awfully good at it. He’s well informed, personable 
and relaxed} and that’s a tough combination to find.

The candidates were also on display on 2 special 
NBC show called ‘““The Campaign and the Candidates.’’ 
It was a very good summary of the highlights. It 
showed Nixon in bed. It showed Kennedy at the minis- 
terial meeting in Texas. Both of the candidates were 
at their very best during these jousts. 


Then, just to lighten the atmosphere a bit, the program 
exhibited the vice presidential candidates at pretty close to 
their work, and most political. Cabot Lodge was shown and 
heard coming out unequivocably against hurricanes. A fellow 
in my living room sais “A man who hates hurricanes can’t 
be all bad.” 

Not to be outdone, i dln Johnson was displayed uttering 
a line which might have come from “Of Thee I Sing”: “I 
defy any Madison avenue publicity man to find a single thing 
that Richard Nixon ever did for the state of Arizona.’’ Three 
guesses where that remark was made. 

One thing is for sure: We’re going to see more of these 
candidates than any other in history. The threat of over- 
exposure and of bad exposure is dire. The great debate, if 
that’s what it is, is going to start next Monday. on every 
network TV station. It’s a close race, and it’s my guess 
that these television interchanges are going to be decisive. 
A mistake on anyone’s part is going to be disastrous. 

Cabot Lodge, for example, was on “Meet the Press” 
Sunday. He was knowledgeable, handsome, authoritative and 
very impressive. At first. But then he began to get snappish 
—and it’s my guess he lost the Republicans some votes. An 
emotional outburst like this in the grand debate could lose 


the ball game altogether.

After complying with these 
formalities, I was taken to an- 
other room where I met, the 
prison official who was to pre- 
side over the interview. With 
him was an interpreter. The 
guard who had taken my appli- 
cation also accompanied me to 
the room, and in the back sat a 
photographer. 

Seated at an oblong table with 
the prison official and inter- 
preter on the other side, I was 
then read the regulations gov- 
erning visits to the prison. 


Among other things, these 
stated that no written message 
could be given the prisoner, 
no notes, cameras or record- 
ing devices could be taken to 
the interview; there could be 
‘no discussion of the charges 
against the prisoner or his 
trial; that letters and gifts 
were subject to approval by 
prison authorities, and that he 
could. be. given. necessities 
only; that the interview was 
limited to 30 minutes and 
would be ended-instantly if 
improper matters were dis- 
cussed. 


Shortly after the regulations 
were read to me and I had 
agreed to abide by them, my 
brother entered the room with

and that I should confine the 
discussion to family matters.

spirits. He told me that my 
visit was the greatest human 
consolation he had ever received. 

He said he was in the prison’s 
hospital section, not because of 
any illness but because of his 
age—69. He seeméd somewhat 
thin, but then he never was very

robust, and he told me he 
weighed 135 pounds, his cus- 
tomary weight. 

My brother also told me he 
had a bed to sleep on; réceived 
three meals a day which, though 
plain, were sufficient; that he 
was allowed to exercise outside 
twice daily; that he had a cell- 
mate who ,was apparently Chi- 
nese but who could speak Eng- 
lish. 

The only work he had to do, 
he said, was to clean his cell. 
The cell was free of insects. He 
had no outside books but got 
an occasional Chinese news- 
paper and certain magazines or 
periodicals produced in China 
but printed in English. 


He did not have his breviary 
or any other religious books, 
nor did he have a rosary..As 
a present representing the fif- 
tieth anniversary of our grad- 
uation, the authorities of Mount 
St. Mary’s College had ‘pro- 
vided 
surviving members of the class 
of 1910. 

I asked permission to give 
this rosary to him, explaining 
it was an anniversary gift. It 
was turned back to me with 
the comment that it was not 
necessary for him to have it 
and that prisoners were 
allowed only necessities.

It is perhaps difficult to un- 
derstand, but my brother obvi- 
ously hopes that through some 
instructable plan of Divine Prov- 
ince, his presence in China 
may, in some small way, aid in 
keeping alive belief in God and 
religion in that country. Because 
of this he is apparently willing 
to stay there if that is God’s 
wish. 

Whether this hope will be in 
any way realized, I do not’ 
know.

In view of this, I join in my 
brother’s hope that he may be 
able to make some spiritual con- 
tribution to the welfare of the 
Chinese people.

Allergic to Sunlight 


Dear Dr. Molner: 


ABOUT TWO YEARS AGO it started—whenever I went 
out in the sun I would break out in hives. I would itch for 
one night and then be fine. Last year it was a little more 
Severe, but not too bad. Now when I even go for a walk 
I break out with hives. Is there anything I can do so I can 
go out in the sun? MISS K.C. 


Allergy, of one sort and another, bothers many people. 
We usually thing of this in terms of some physical factor: 
chemicals, soap, detergents, cosmetics, oils; sometimes dust, 
plants, pollen, animal fur; in quite a few cases, certain foods, 
or fabrics. 

Although less common, such items as sun, cold or heat 
can cause allergic reactions, too. Please don’t ask me why 
and how these allergies develop; we do know that they do. 
Sometimes an individual has moderate resistance, and then 
gets too much exposure, and the body becomes “‘sensitized.”’ 
After that, the allergy is an ever-present problem. I have in 
mind a man who never had trouble from strawberries until, 
one summer day, he gorged himself on them. Thereafter just 
a taste of strawberries made him break out in hives. Evident- 
ly he happened to have the basis for a strawberry allergy 
(or whatever is in strawberries) but it didn’t become an active 
allergy until the day he had too much. 


It could be that Miss K.C. similarly had some 
inherent sensitivity to sunlight (perhaps the ultra- 
violet light in sunshine) but didn’t acquire a recog- 


nizable allergy to it until, once, she had too much 
sun, 


But now she has it. What to do about it? First, ‘direct 
expgsure to the sun is essential to health. I can understand 
why the ladies (sometimes the men too!) prize an even tan. 
But nobody benefits or looks better as a result of burning 
until he looks like a crocodile hide. 

But if you’re allergic to the sun? You can be healthy with- 
out cooking yourself to pale cocoa color—or if you regard tan 
as necessary, then use some of the drugstore instant-tanners 
that are becoming so popular now. 


But—still speaking of people allergic to sun—stay 
out of the direct sun. Learn to expose yourself 
gradually. A few minutes a day. Start on whatever 
sunny days there are in winter. Take it easy. Learn 
to stay short of the exposure that begins to make 
you break out. Because that spoils the whole business 
and you have to start over. 


Wear big hats. Sit on the porch or under the trees, later 
on. Remember that water or sand can bounce the light in 
under an umbrella. 

Cosmetic creams can “filter” the tanning rays. Creams 
containing antihistamines can help, too. In severe cases, anti- 
histamines can be taken by mouth, and less frequently some 
cases may warrant the use of injections. 

Sensitivity to light, heat or cold is not common, but it 
does happen. And the first rule in treatment is to avoid ex- 
posure to a degree that sets off an allergic reaction. You can 
“build up a tolerance” only by taking things very gradually.

Readers Send Favorite Recipes 


By Hoyt Alden 


HERE AND THERE among the 
letters containing gooseberry 
pie recipes—yes, they’re still 
coming in and we had no idea 
there were so many gooseberry 
pie lovers—are some sugges- 
tions that readers would like 
to pass along to other lovers 
of good food. 

One reader writes to tell us 
about a cheese snack he in- 
vented, It’s made with blue 
cheese, cream cheese and 
brandy. Like this: 


Take a cup each of blue cheese 
and cream cheese. Let them 
stand at room temperature for 
a couple of hours. Mash the 
blue cheese, then. blend it with 
the cream cheese, gradually. 
When they’re completely 
blended, start adding brandy, a 
little at a time. Add as much 
as the cheese will absorb, which 
will be two or three table- 
spoons. 

This is a variation of a cheese 
mix which is one of my fav- 
orites. Mine is made with two 
parts of cream cheese to one 
part blue ‘cheese, some thick 
cream to soften it, and as much 
Worcestershire sauce as you 
Nke blended in. It’s a mix you 
can keep in the ice box and it’s 
darn good to have around, 


D. L. NEAL of Bartlesville, 
Okla., writes to tell about a 
barbecue sauce he has achieved. 
“Some time back,” he says, 
‘you gave a recipe for ‘come- 
back sauc@’ It has been my 
standby for pork ribs and pork 
loin backs over charcoal. I have 
taken the liberty of doubling 
the dry mustard and adding a 
half teaspoon of cayenne. This 
may be rank heresy in Missis- 
sippi, but it suits our taste. 


“After having eaten chicken 
prepared with a sauce based on 
butter and Worcestershire sauce, 
I came home and started to ex- 
periment. The result, which fol- 
lows, has been quite satisfactory, 
and although I’m not sure it’s 
unique, it may be of interest: 

“Lightly saute one half cup 
of finely minced onion in one 
fourth of a pound of melted 
butter. Add the juice of one 
large lemon, a half cup of Wor- 
cestershire sauce, a half cup of 


garlic-flavored wine vinegar. 
Blend one teaspoon of paprika, 


a teaspoon of salt, a teaspoon 
of fresh-ground pepper, a tea- 
spoons of dry mustard.t Add to 
he liquids and again bring to a 
simmer. 


“This will serve to baste, over 
charcoal, two chickens split in 
half or four on a spit. I have 
found,”’ he adds, ‘‘that dry mus- 
tard prills when added to liquid. 


.By blending with other dry in- 


gredients first, a suspension-so- 
lution is achieved almost im- 
mediately after adding to the 
liquid ingredients.” 

I had to go to the dictionary 
to find out what prill means. It 
means to turn sour, also to get

spondent had the first meaning 
in mind, 

HERE’S A LETTER from a 
reader who wants help with two 
recipes. One is for old fashioned 
sweet-dough lemon meringue pie. 
The other is for thick crust meat 
pie. 

Here’s a good recipe for ‘thick 
crust meat pie: Remove the fat 
from cooked meat and cut it in 
cubes. Cover it with gravy. You 
can add water or consomme if 
needed. Then, if you like add 
chopped onion, also celery and 
parsley. You can also add other 
cooked vegetables, such as sliced 
carrots, peas, okra or mush- 
rooms. 

Cook it slowly util the meat 
is very tender. If the sauce is 
too thin, mix a couple of table- 
spoons of flour with a fourth of 
a cup of water and blend it in. 
When the meat is good and 
tender and the juice has achieved 
the right thickness, put it in a 
baking dish. 

For thick crust, make regular 
biscuit dough. Roll it out as you 
would for biscuits. Cut two-inch 
rounds and put them on top of 
the meat. Bake it all at 450 de-

NIMRUD AND NINEVEH 
(NIN-eh-veh) were among the 
cities of ancient Aséyria. Both 
were on the eastern side of the 
Tigris river. 

Nimrud was the ‘‘city of Nim- 
rod.”” We find Nimrod described 
as a “mighty hunter’ in the 
Bible. He was a hero of the 
Assyriafis, Who greatly enjoyed 
the sport of hunting. 

Ninéveh Was @ fore important 
city. It Was located at the junc- 
tion of Khost river and the Ti- 
gris. 

Remains of the ancient Sum- 
eriané have beén found among 
the ruins of Nineveh. This sug- 
gests that the city was founded 
more than 5000 years ago. 

High, strong walls were built 
around Nifevéh. The walls were 
several miles long, and at least
